This is the ex- 
cellency and glory of the Chriſtian Re- 
ligion, above all the pretended Reli- 
gions-in the World , that it ſheweth 
how God may pardon fin in a con- 
decent manner, in a way becoming of 
himſelf, and not refle& on his Holi- 
neſs, reproach his Juſtice , or wrong 
his Law, Heb. 2. 10. It became him, of 
whom, and for whom, are all things, in 
bringing many Sons to Glory , to make 
the Captam of their ſalvation perfet? 
through ſufferings. Such an High-Prieſt 
became us, who is holy, harmleſs , unde- 
filed, and ſeparate from ſinners, Heb. 7. 
26, God 1s more honoured, and his

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Law exalted by the ſufferings of 
Chriſt, than if we had fell under the 
Curſe, and lain in Hell for ever. 

3. This is a powerful Salvation :

God hath 
raiſed up for us an Horn of Salvation, 
Luke 1. 69. one that is able to pierce 
through, and to puſh down all the E- 
nemies of our Salvation, "The Cap- 
tain of our Salvation is the mighty 
God, Iſa.

he can draw ſo, as to make Sinners to 
run to him at firſt, J/a. 55. 5. and to 
run after him ever after, Cant.

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The ſpirit of Chriſt is. mighty in its 


_- Operations; it aQs as a ſpirit of 


Power ; it cauſeth Men to paſs under 
Chriſt's Paſtoral Rod, and brings them 
under the Bond of the Covenant, E- 
ze&, 20.37. It cauſeth Men to approach 
to God, and dwell in his Houſe, P/al. 
65. 4. It cauſeth Men to walk in God's 
ways, 4nd to keep his Statiites, Ezek. 
36, 27. This word (Cauſe) is obſer- 
vable and” empharical , and ſignifies 
the. ſpirit's mighty arid effectual way 
of working. It doth not only pro- 
poſe Arguments, and ſollicite the 
Souls of the Elect in a moral way, 
but renews the Will , changes the 
Heart effeQually, inclines men to 
yield tv, and follow after God.

1. Sin is our Enemy. Our Luſts do 
Satan's work, if he ſhould ſtand till, 
James 1.14, 15. A Man is tempted, 
and drawn away. by his own Luſt ; 
This 1s a Body of Death; Rom. 7.24- 
it deforms our Souls as mnch as 
Death deforms our Bodies ; it makes 
them corrupt, putrify , and ſtink 
in the Noſtrils of God ; it renders 
us as unacive for God, as a dead 
Carcaſe is ugſerviceable to Man; it 
defiles and enflaves our Souls ; lets us 
only do dead works, Heb. 9. 1 4. ſuch 
works as are the fruits of ſpiritual 
death, aud the ſeeds of eternal death : 
Where it prevails and reigneth, it 
cauſeth us continually to go a whoring 
from God, and to riſe up in Rebel- 
lion againſt him ; it cauſeth us to lead 
a life of Vanity here, and prepares 
us for a life of Miſery hereafter. 

2, The World is an Enemy: We 
need the Armour of Righteouſneſs on 
the Right Hand, to ſecure us from 
the danger of Proſperity, and the 
Aamoaur of Righteouſneſs on our Left 
Hand, to guard us from the. evil of 
Adverlity, 2 Coy. 6. 7. Height of Pro- 
iperity, and depth of Miſery, Rom. 8. 
C 4 \ 39, 
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39. are dangerous ſnares, and may 
prove mortal Enemies to us, if Grace 
doth not prevent. The World's Mu- 
ſick is to draw, and its Furnace 1s to 
drive us from God ; Satan takes his 
Bait, and fetches his Weapons from 
ſome thing in the World. How doth 
it blow up, and inflame our Hearts ? 
q fire and fuel our Luſts ? How many 
| are made to forget God, and to think 
they have no want and need of him, 
in their Plenty and Abundance, Pal. 
5O. 22, Job 1. 14.15. Job 22.17, Jer. 3. 
31, 

3. Death is an Enemy to God's 
People, 1 Cor. 15. 26. 1t ſtrikes them 
dumb, and deprives them of the uſe 
of their Tongues, in praiſing, God 
which 1s their Glory. Saints as well 
as others, when they die, go dowu 
into ſilence, P/al. 115. 17. 1ſa. 38. 18. 
Death diſables us from working for 
God .-in a body of Fleſh; it gives a 
Outetus eſt to one half of us, and diſ- 
chargeth it from the ſervice of God. 
The Temple in which the ſpirit 
dwelt, 1s now pulled down, and finks 
into Duſt and Aſhes; and Death that 
deprives ys of ſo great and glorious

an Inhabitat in our Bodies, and takes 
us off from ſuch noble ſervice, with 
our Tongues and Members, muſt needs 
be our Enemy. 

Burt Chriſt ſaves from theſe Ene- 
mies : Sin ſhall not Reign, Rom. 6. 14. 
and in due time it ſhall ceaſe to be lin, 
and ſhall be utterly extirpated out of 


the People of God. As IſracÞs Free- 


dom was begun in the death of the 
Firſt-born of the Fg yptians, and was 
compleated in the drowning of Pha- 
raob and all his Hoſt in the Red Sea ; 
ſo the liberty of Saints is begun in 
deſtroying the reign of beloved fins, 
that are the firſt-born of the Old 
Man, and ſhall be compleated by the 
total extirpation and deſtruction of 
all fin, We are Baptized into the 
Death aud Burial of Chriſt, Rom. 6. 
3. and we muſt be made Partakers of 
the ſaving Benefit of both. Sin ſhall 
not only die, but alſo be buried: ADead 
Man hath loſt. his Command in the 
Houſe, yet his Carcaſe may remain 
in it; but when he is to be buried, 
his Corps 1s carried out, and he ceal- 
eth any longer to be in the Houſe. 
So {in ſhall not only ceaſe to reign, bur 
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alſo to be in the ſoul; we ſhall be 


waſhed, and free from every ſpot and 
wrinkle, Epheſ. 5.25, 26,27. 


2. TheWorld i is foiled and overcome | 


by Chriſt ; Joh. 16. & laſt. It could not 
divert or draw him from doing his 
Father's work and will ; and this can- 
quered Enemy ſhall not have ſtrength 
to captivate and deſtroy Believers; 
they overcame by the Blood of the 
Lamb, Rev. 12, 1, Our victorious 
Saviour hath purchaſed conquering 
Strength,and merired Victory for us 1n 
the midſt of all ſnares and tempta- 
tions. We are more than Conquerors, 
through the. Lord Jeſus that bath loved

3. Chriſt will fave his People from 
Death , after this Enemy hath not

Rod over, and threatens the whole 
World; he menacerh Death, that he 
will be the plague of Death ; a 1nOr- 
tal Diſeaſe to it..

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ue time Triumphant Saints ſhall fing 
this-Song, O Death, where is thy ſting!O 
Death, what haſt thou. gotten by kil- 
ling our Bodies, they are alive again ? 
O Grave where is thy Vidory? what 
haſt thou gotten by taking away all the 
ſhape of a Body, and crumbling it into 
Duſt ? 3ly. This Body is now reſtor'd, 
our Particles of Duſt are gathered 
together, and formed into a Body like 
the glorious Body of Chriſt, 1 Cox, 
15. 55- 57. Phil. 3. 21, Chrilt will, in 
Living Saints at the laſt day, {wallow 
up Mortality of Life, 2 Cor. 5: 4.and, 
in dead Saints, he will ſwajlow up 
Death into Victory, Jfa. 25. 8. - 
2dly, There are thoſe that hate

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6, This Salvation. Salvation ts 
joined with. Vengeance executed on 
our ſpiritual Enemies, 7/a. 35. 4. Your 
God ſh.ill come with vengeance ; God ſhall 
come with a Recompence, and fave 
you, Iſa. 61. 2. the acceptable Year of 
the Lord, is come with a Day of 
Vengeance. As Iſrael could not be 
delivered out of Egypt, or be freed 
from Babylon, but the Firſt-born of 
E»ypt, Fharaob and all his Hoſt muſt 
be ſwallowed up, and deſtroy'd, and 
Babylon's Empire mult ceaſe, ' and her 
Kingdom be deftroyed, Jer. 50. 18.

O what 
Mercy 1s this to Believers, that rhe

3. But why is it ſaid, that Judah 
ſhould be faved, and 1 acl dwell ſafe- 
ly in the Days of Chriſt ? why is Sat 
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vation fo eminently put on Goſpel 
times. | 

I anſwer, though Saints before 
Chriſt -were ſaved , yet ſtill it was 
with an Eye to, and proſpet of 
Chriſt*'s coming : If Chriſt had nor 
been exhibited in the Fleſh, and bled 
and died in our Natures, no Sinners 
could have been ſaved : The- Faith, 
Hope , Salvation of Saints, did de- 
pend on Goſpel-times and days ; 
Chriſt was a Lamb ſlain in the pur- 
poſe of God , and in the Typical Sa- 
crifices from the Foundation of the 
World, Rev, 13. 3.;God took Chrilt's 
word, when he became a ſurety ; he 
depended on his performance of his 
Promiſes, and his Oblation of a Sa- 
crifice; ' and the Eyes of Saints was | 
to him, and upon him , John 9. 56, 
Your Father Abraham (faith Chriſt ro 
the Jews) rejoyced that he might ſee my 
day, he ſaw it, and was glad, He ſaw 
the day of Chriit's Birth, in the Birth

"of Tſaac : He ſaw the day of his 


Death , when 7/aac was bound, laid 
on the Altar, and ready to be offered

and Redeemer, The words that Fa- 
cob ſpake, was the Language of Saints 
in the Old Teſtament , Ger, 49. 18. 
I baug waited for thy Salvation, O Lord. 
Our Saints of the New Teſtament, 
have this Priviledge and Advantage, 
that they can ſpeak as Smeon, Luke 
2. 29, 30. Mine Eyes bave ſeen thy Sal- 
vation , which thou, haſt prepared before 
the Face of all People, "The Prophets 
were but Seeds-Men, they mini- 
ſtred to the Church a Promiſe of the 
Meſſiah to come , _ 4- 37. 38. but 
the Apoſtles and Miniſters of the 
New Teſtament are Harveſt-men 
they relate. the. Hiſtory ,- and preach 
the glad Tidings of Chriſt's Incar- 
nation, Death, Reſurreftion and Aſ- 
cention into Heayen; and the Satnts 


of the Old Teſtament enjoyed no Spi- © 


ritual Liberty, but with reipet ta 
the Ranſom to be paid by Chriſt ; 
and no Legacies had been beſtowed 
but in proſpeR of the Dearth of Chriſt, 
There is therefore great Reaſon why 
it ſhould be ſaid with an Emphaſis , 
that in Chriſt's Days Judah, ſhould be 
. faves

ſaved, But what is the benefit of 
Chriſt's Days ? What peculiar influ- 
ence have they on Salvation ? 

I anſwer, It may well be ſaid, that 
in Chriſt's Days Men are faved, be- 
cauſe 1ſt, That now Chriſt is jincar- 
nate; be that made all things is 
now made Fleſh, 1 John 1. 2.14. And 
we have a two-fold Advantage, for 
our Salvation , by Chriſt's Incarna- 
tion. ; 

1. He 1s now become our Brother, 
Cant. 8. 1. and fo, hath right to re- 
deem. us, as he 1s our near Kinſman, 
Lev. 25. 47, 48, 49. If an J/raclite 
did ſell himſelf for a Servant, after 
he was ſold, his Brother, or any that 
was near of Kin to him, might re- 
deem him, and {ſo reſtore him again 
to liberty. We are by the firſt A- 
dam, and ſince, by our ſinful choice, 
ſold under fin; we know of no Kinſ- 
man or Brother that could give to 
God a Ranſom for us. It was God's 
infinite and free Merey, to raiſe up 
Jeſas Chriſt, in our Nature, to pay 
a Ranſome-for us; we did not think 
or dream of iuch a Brother or Kinſ- 


man. No meer Creature ſhould have 
\ \ 
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undertook the work of Redemption, 
but he muſt have miſcarried,and ſunk 
under it;but Chriſt is fitted how to re- 
deem vs, becauſe he is God's Son, and 
our Brother, | + 
_ 2. Chriſt as our Brother, and- in- 
carnate Kinſman, is fit to be our God, 
or Avenger of Blood ; he that was 
the Kinſman of one that was ſlain, did 
claim. a right to avenge his Blood on 
him that ſhed it. So Chriſt by aſſum- 
ing our Nature, is fitted to avenge 
us of Sin and Satan ; that are our 
great Enemies , to deſtroy thoſe that 
have ruined atid undone us; the ſame 
Hebrew Word, *%79 ſignifies toth a 
Redeemer and an Avenger; fo it is 
faid God ſhall mow with Vengeance 
and fave us, Iſa.

{elves to him, it they Believe he is 
inexorable , inflexible, will Retain' 
his anger, purſue his Controverſy , 
and take Vengeance on Offenders for 
their former Tranſgreſſions ?

7, 9. and then 
Sin Revives ; and a Storm is raiſed in 
the Soul : bur, in due time, Faith comes, 
Gal. 3.25. and then the Soul is calmed, 

and. quieted, being Tuſtified by Faith, we

2.16. Knowing that a Man 1s not Juftifi- 
ed by the Works of the Law, but by the Fatth 
of Chriſt , Even we have Believed in Teſus 
Chriſt , that we might be Tuſtified by the 
Faith of Chriſt, and not by the Works of the 
Law : - For by bbe Works of the Law ſhall no

Chriſt's Prieſthood of Attonement, there 
Springs up another Prieſthood of Grati- 
tude, and Thankſgiving. As on Chriſt,

Blood of Jeſus, as Suſtenance to us ; $0 
on- the fame Altar we offer our Souls, 
and Bodies, and all Spiritual perfor- 
matices, as precious Sacrifices to God, 
Juſtification 1s joiged with ſtrength to 
reſiſt, and overcome Sin, 1/4.

grievous fins : if theſe affect the perſon, 
and. lay him under Condemnation till 
deeper Repentance, and more explicit 
ats of Faith be put forth , What is be- 
come of a ſtate of Juſtification ? Was 
David under Condemnation', and the 
Curſe, while he lay long in a ſtupid 
ſtate? Surely he was a Juſtified Man, 
or elſe he -was out of Chrift, and fallen 
under the Curſe, Ir is faid that God 
hath given Believers everlaſting life, 
1 John 5. 11. and, that he who believetb 
hath* everlaſting life, John 5. 24, Is the 
Sentence of life, Rom. 5. 18. revoked by 
new a&s 'of fin? ' Is this gift of life 
retracted ? Is the blood of Chriſt wiped 
away from the Conſcience by new 
Tranſgreſſions: We read that the 
blood of Chriſt purgeth away fin, 1 Johys 
1.7. but never that fin purgeth away.the 
blood of Chriſt, and wipes it off. from 
the Conſcience. Let not any here mi-

thy Fear?  fefus Chriſt withdraws him- 
Atelf, and leaves the Soul in a dark, 
dovybting, and difconolate ſtate, Cant.s. 
45.6. There are alfo Tharp Temporal 
AfiQtons laid on believers, as that the 
Sword ſhould' not depart from David's 
Houle, and that his Concubtines ſhould be 
defiled by Abſalom , 2 Sam.
